Corkscreiv Seed. 


There are some seeds which "literal- 


ly corkscrew themselves into the 
ground." 
the 
mosit remarkable In- 


stance Is iwrhaps that of the Splna 
pennata, a beautiful south European 
grass. The actual seed Is small, with 
a sharp point and stiff short hairs 
pointing backward. The top end of 
the seed Is produced! Into a fine, twist- 
ed, corkscrewllke rod, which Is fol- 
lowed by a plain cylindrical portlont 
ending In a long, delicate feather, the 
tvhole being more than a foot In length. 
Owing to this feather the seed falls to 
the earth point downward and sticks 
In the ground. 


But even If the seed should settle on 


Its side, damp, by acting on the hairs 
attached to it, causes It to rise up till 
Its point is downward. If a shower 
comes on or dew falls, the spiral un- 
winds, elongating itself upward. Be- 
ing covered, like the seed, with back- 
ward pointing hairs, It usually presses 
against some blade of grass or other 
obstacle, with the result that the seed 
[s pressed Into the ground. 


On the spiral becoming dry again, It 


curls up, and the seed Is not drawn 
out of the ground owing to Its back- 
ward pointing hairs, but the spiral and 
;he feather are easily drawn down. On 
iie return of damp the spiral again un- 
winds and, acting as before, drives the 
seed still farther down until at last it 
is quite burled.
